Every precau- 
tion is taken to avert disaster should 
a fire or explosion occur.

A comparison of all 
auction sales of Exchange oranges 
with all auction sales of Florida or- 
anges shows that Exchange Califor- 
nia fruit has been outselling Florida 
fruit from 80c to $1 per box.

EUGENE HORACE LAHEE 


Former Mayor of Covina, Prominent in Civic Progress for 


Many Years in Behalf of This Municipality 


By J. L. MATTHEWS 


Following several years of failing 


health, Eugene Horace Lahoe, for- 
mer mayor of Covina, and prominent 
for years in the civic and social af- 
fairs of Covina city and valley, died 
last Saturday at the home of a niece, 
2119% Third street, Los Angeles. He 
was past eighty years of age. 


Mr. Lahee lost liis wife just about 


a year ago, and since that time had 
perceptibly failed. A long life of 
more than ordinary activity was 
closed with the death of this man, 
and those who knew him intimately 
valued highly his exceptional mind, 
his friendliness, and his devotion to 
his family. For years he gave of his 
time unstintedly in the affairs of the 
city of Covina, and left his impress 
for advancement on many of the in- 
stitutions of the municipality. 


Mr. Lahee was a member of the 
iovina library board for sixteen 
years, and for fifteen years he was 
president of that board. It was dur- 
ing his regime that the Andrew Car- 
negie fund, amounting to $10,000, 
was secured for the erection of the 
oresent library building. This was 
lonsidered to be something of an 
ixtraordinary achievement for a city 
f the size of Covina, and it was due 
largely to Mr. Lahee's untiring 
work, and his wide acquaintance in 
eastern financial circles. Not only 
was he a man of business ability in 
connection with this institution, but 
he was highly educated, with a 
strong aesthetic tendency, a selec- 
tive reader, and his influence in the 
selection of books gave the library 
an enviable reputation. 


In July, 1918, the library board 


passed the following resolution in 
accepting Mr. Lahee's resignation: 


It was owing to Mr. Lahee's 


perseverance 
that 
Andrew 


Carnegie was prevailed upon 
to donate the money for the 
erection of the library build- 
ing, and it has been chiefly 
owing to his fostering care, to 
his splendid ability, his fine 
culture, his love of books, his 
knowledge of the needs of the 
community, his generous ex- 
penditure of time and energy 
in selecting and purchasing 
the best literature at the low- 
est price that the library has 
attained its present standing 
among the small-town librar- 
ies of the state." 
From 1905 to 1913, a period of 


eight years, Mr. Lahee was a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of the 
city of Covina, and served much of 
that time as its president. The board, 
during his regime, was noted: for its 
harmony and progressiveness, as he 
always was a man possessed of nat- 
ural diplomacy, and was quick to 
take advantage of the principal of 
compromise in the interests of all 
the people. He was loved by all the 
people "Jf the city. One of the most 
remarkable tributes that can be made 
to his memory is the fact that, al- 
tho small city politics often engen- 
der animosities, none of this ever 
seemed to be directed toward this 
amiable, fair-minded and intelligent 
director of civic affairs. It was dur- 
ing his occupancy of the position of 
trustee that nearly all of the major 
work of paving the streets of Co- 
vina was accomplished, which, in i 
those days, was a turning point in 
the progress of the municipaKty. 


His daily life in Covina was quiet, 


and his tastes were for a few good 
friends and a comfortable home. He 
tad spent many strenuous years as 
a dealer in the Chicago wheat pit, 
much of which was during some of 
the most hectic days of trading, and 
was known as a shrewd business man 
in that atmosphere. As his health 
began to break he longud for quieter 
scenes, and, as he often told his in- 
timate friends in Covina, the discov- 
ery of the peaceful, beautiful Covina 
valley came to him almost like a 
benediction, and he loved the orchard 
acres of the southland to the very 
last days of his life. He purchased 
ten acres of oranges belonging at 
that time to John H. Coolman, sit- 
uated on East BadiUo avenue, and 
on that property he built a large 
and comfortable residence, which 
stands there at the present time. 


Mechanical Power 


on Farm Increases 


American farm workers using me- 


chanical power now produce from 
two to five times as much as similar 
workers in the older 'countries of 
Europe. Tho* all parts of the country 
have been affected more or less by 
this technical progress, the western 
grain-growing areas have been af- 
fected most. Mechanical power is 
rapidly replacing horsepower in hea- 
vy work such as plowing and disking 
in all parts of the country, and in the 
last few years machinery has become 
important for cultivating row crops 
and for grain harvesting. 


An indication of the rapidly grow- 


ing use of mechanical power on farms 
is the increase in the number of 
tractors 'manufactured in this coun- 
try. In 1927 the number produced 
was 62,742. Tho this was double the 
production of 1916, it was less than 
half the number turned out in 1928, 
It is estimated than in 1928 there 
were approximately 853,000 tractors 
on American farms. 


By using a speetroscopie camera 


with a shutter operating in about 
one-billionth of a second, pictures 
have been taken of the action of 
light at various periods during the 
jump of an electric spark which 
lasts about one-hundred-thoueandth 
second. 


That was nearly thirty years ago. 


One of the outstanding accomplish' 


ments of his residence in Covina was 
that of Ms work in acquiring rights- 
of-way for the Pacific Electric rail- 
road. As & member of this commit- 
tee ho performed invaluable work, 
resulting in bringing thru Covina an 
electric line that has never been sur- 
passed in. service anywhere in the 
United States. It is diflicult to re- 
member that before this electric lino 
came in, the only method of getting 
in and out of Covina was by steam 
train morning and night, or over the 
dirt roads in horse and buggy. Mr. 
Lahee was truly a valuable., pioneer 
in every respect. 


While in Covina Mr. Lahee and 


his wife became great friends of 
Rev. S. H. Enyeart, at one time pas- 
tor of the Covina Methodist church. 
It was logical, therefore, that at his 
funeral, held on Monday of this 
week, this venerable pastor, who is 
now chaplain at the Soldiers' home 
in Sawtelle, should say a few words 
of tribute. The casket was overlaid 
by an American flag, another tribute 
to the fact that Mr. Laheo served 
his country in the Civil War as an 
officer of the line. Floral tributes 
were profuse and from many diversi- 
fied sources, among them those from 
the Order of the Loyal Legion, the 
organization of officers of the Civil 
War, the city of Covina, and the 
board of trustees of the Covina lib- 
rary. His nieces, Mrs. Louise Eob- 
erts, at whose home ho passed away, 
and Mrs. Ben Smith, had charge of 
the services at Pierce Brothers un- 
dertaking parlors, and there were 
several of the. pioneer group from 
Covina city and valley who were 
present.

at the end of his term, the sum of twenty thousand dollars, 


j 
or five thousand dollars per year. Mr. Beaty in his statement 
announcing that he will not be a candidate to succeed him- 
self, says : 


"Fifteen years ago the people of Los Angeles county 


set the salary of the supervisors at a figure which they 
considered at that time fair for such public service, 
and it has not been changed since. I am free to admit 
that I cannot afford to continue, as a public servant, 
as my future is still ahead of me, not behind me. 


"At this time I wish to express my sincere apprecia- 


tion of the many expressions of pledges of support 
from friends in the district who wish me to continue 
t^ represent them as supervisor. But I feel I have 
given my faJr measure of civic and public endeavor 
to the people I represent and serve." 


Los Angeles county spends more than several states of the 


union combined, and consequently there is far greater strain 
on its executives than upon the governors of some states. The 
salaries of judges, of county departmental heads, are all more 
than twice what is paid to the men who have the responsibil- 
ity, and who get all the blame if things go wrong, and very 
little praise when things go smoothly. It is a form of mental 
and physical crucifixion that the soul-less corporations would 
not think of practicing. The so-called hard-boiled private 
corporation knows better than to penalize the men who are 
the directing energy of the business. 


But public office has always been cursed by some of the 


most unbelievable disparities in salaries. Some executives 
are paid too much in proportion to other salaries. The busi- 
ness of the people, most important of all business, is often 
conducted on a niggardly plane, and it is small wonder that 
the public sometimes suffers because of that fact. 


Of course, there is scarcely enough money in the world 


to adequately compensate a man for the harrowing, nerve- 
wracking, cruel, careless, ignorant criticism that constantly 
pours in upon a public official, to say nothing of the extreme 
danger he runs of being the victim of character assassination, 
or even actual physical danger. But he should, at least, be 
allowed to draw enough money to pay living expenses, so that 
he is not constantly harassed by his own affairs. 


There are many who say that you cannot buy brains for 


public service. They point put that big salaries do not always 
result in placing big men in office. That's true, because the 
people select these men, and "of ten select them thru passion, 
prejudice and purposeless whim. But there are many who 
are convinced that if salaries were made to conform to the 
actual responsibility, the public would learn in time to select 
men to fit the job and the salaries. 
, 


The public should take a leaf out of the book of the cor- 


porations, and endeavor to match public brains with private- 
ly-employed cunning. Fred Beaty's statement that he cannot 
afford to occupy such an office at such a salary is true, timely 
and applicable to the situation in Los Angeles county. Most 
men in public office, rumor and slander to the contrary, are 
honest. They are far more honest than is the structure of 
private business. But it places a premium on honesty to pay 
a public official less money than he can live on. 


Public business will never cross swords victoriously with 


private serfishness until the public official is paid enough to 
: 
make it possible to devote his honest, undivided time to pub- 
lic business. Incidentally, altho the public may not believe 
it, the cost of increased salaries will come back many times 
over ,to the treasury in the amount of money saved by employ- 


i 
ing a high -grade official at a salary that makes him indepen- 
dent and free. Fred Beaty has put a question up to the peo- 
ple that they should heed.

Dr. W. A. McKenzie, who has been | 


a. leading physician af Florida, has 
been insistent for years that grape- 
fruit juice was both a preventativc 
and 'cure for influenza.

Grapefruit, baking soda, a few

Results were startling- 
symptoms mitigated in a few hours, 
hemorrhage (severe) stopped imme- 
diately, recovery was rapid. 


Being called into the U. S. public 


health service I healed 502 cases of 
the most severe types in 60 days 
without a single fatality—this in 
spite of the fact that double pneu- 
monia, violet hemorrhage, cerebral 
(brain) infections, intestinal inflam- 
mation, inadequate care, 
extreme 


poverty were among the things with 
which it was necessary to contend. 
The same treatment, tried by other 
physicians and myself in innumer- 
able cases since that time has given 
the same happy results.—From Citrus 
Leaves.

Heavy Navel Crop 
on Bashore Grove 
Surprises Experts 


A navel crop that in most years 


would be considered to be above nor- 
mal in yield is ready for picking on 
the ten acres of Perry Bashore on 
Rowland avenue, according to O. D. 
Brouse, manager of the Golden Or- 
ange Groves, Inc., following an in- 
spection within th-e last few days. 


.With a light crop upon the trees all 


thru southern California, this par- 
ticular orchard is a remarkable sight, 
the manager said. Not only is the 
crop heavy, but it is uniform in size, 
and the fmit is firm and in good con- 
dition for shipping. 


It is possible that there is a val- 


uable lesson to be learned in this 
unusual crop, because of the fact 
that Bashore lighted his orchard 
heaters during the cold spell last 
April, when the trees were in full 
bloom. It will be, remembered that 
some of the coldest nights of the 
year came as a surprise along about 
the fifteenth of April, when a large 
percentage of the ranchers in south- 
ern California had already removed 
their pots from the orchards. 


Mr. Bashore, who handles his ther- 


mometers with a special frost alarm 
that sounds when the temperature 
gets to a danger point, said he dis- 
covered the temperature going down 
rapidly at that time when the trees 
were in full bloom, and lighted up 
his orchard. The heavy set of fruit, 
as compared with a generally light 
set thru the 'citrus area, is the result 
of heating, he believes. 


The orchard has also been kept in 


the best of condition, with heavy ap- 
plications of fertilizer. Most of the 
trees, including many of the valen- 
cias, set very heavily. Some of the 
Valencia trees have clusters that Mr. 
Bashore intends to exhibit at the 
Anaheim orange show.

ocean outfall system. This protest 
was made because preliminary in- 
vestigation showed that the districts 
that already were part of this sys- 
tem were paying, in most cases, near- 
ly twice the tax estimated at the

Mental Condition 
Accident Cause, 


Declares Expert 


Ninety per cent of accidents are of 


mental origin, according to Dr. Har- 
old S. Hulbert of the department of 
mental and nervous diseases, Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 


In an address recently before the 


National Safety Council, Dr. Hulbert 
explained that these accident,: are 
the result, not of insanity or mental 
incompetence, but of thotlessness or 
carelessness. 


This authority says that a person 


who is comfortable in mind and 
body, adjusted to his working and 
domestic life, and is not ill, perplex- 
ed, discontented or fatigued, stands 
but a small chance of becoming the 
causative factor in an accident. 


On the other hand, anger, fatigue, 


surprise and other such factors are 
the causes of many accidents, says 
Dr. Hulbert. 


We cannot, of course, cure such 


emotional disturbances as anger and 
surprise; nor can we offset fatigue— 
but the public -should understand 
these causes of accidents and guard 
against them. A worker who grows 
tired should become more careful be- 
cause of it. An automobile driver 
who is suffering from some slight ill- 
ness should watch his driving more 
carefully than when he is in good 
health. Once we manage to exert 
some control over the "mental haz- 
ard," our accident record will begin 
to decrease.

A $2,000,000 damage suit charg- 


ng unlawful restraint of trade 'was 
filed iu superior court Wednesday 
against the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Echange, its president, •(?. C. 
Teague, Bank of America corpora-

Henry M. Bobinson, chairman 


of the board of directors of the Se- 
curity-First National bank of. Los 
Angeles, and a number of individ- 
uals and corporations. The action 
was instituted by Llewellyn A, 
Banks of Riverside, and Medford, 
Dregon. He is a citrus grower here, 
being listed as an independent, and 
in Oregon is a pear and apple ship- 
per, besides being a newspaper pub- 
lisher and having bank affiliations 
and other 'connections. 


Banks asserts in his petition that 


lie refused to join the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange and that, 
after this, he found his credit mys- 
teriously stopped^ at local banks, his 
shipments of citrus fruits delayed in 
transit 
and his packing plants 


plagued by hordes of inspectors. 
Fruit passed and certified in Cali- 
fornia later was condemned and seis- 
ed at eastern points, Banks declares, 
and he blames the Fruit Growers* 
Exchange for this trouble.' 


President Teague of the exchange 


iaid in Los Angeles Wednesday night 
that Banks's charges are absurd. 


"The 
exchange never interfered 


with Banks's activities and never 
dealt with him directly or indirectly. 
It never treated anybody unfairly 
and never interfered with any inde- 
pendent shipper. The charges are 
absurd."

Planting of Pepper 


Trees Discouraged

No more pepper trees will be 


planted along the highways by the 
forestry department of the county ' 
of Los Angeles. This baa on beauti- 
ful trees that have made our pepper' 
drives so popular .is tho'result of the 
experience of the department, which, 
has found that while the pepper is a 
highly ornamental tree it is unruly 
and difficult to keep in order.''For 
more than a year Arizona ash trees 
and 
others 
of 
a 
quick-growing 


variety have been planted by*.the 
county and in the opinion of "the 
forestry officials they have been 
found to be more desirable than our 
old Peruvian friend. 


"The 
trouble with the pepper 


tree," said Assistant Forester Pejn- 
berton to me,'' is that it requires too 
frequent trimmings. 
It 
must be 


pruned much oftener than most 
other ornamental trees. Then, too, 
its. shallow roots upheave cement 
walks more than others. But the 
worst complaint made against it 
comes from the orange growers, wh,o 
say that it harbors scale." 


In some citrus districts many pep- 


per trees have been cut down and 
further plantings discouraged. But 
in others no particular complaint has 
been made. I wonder to what extent 
it really is a host plant for scale in- 
sects, and if, instead of hacking it 
down, it would not pay, in an esthetic 
way, to fumigate it and thus render 
it harmless to the orange grower. As . 
for its requiring frequent trimming, I 
also wonder if it has not been 
trimmed oftener than is really de- 
sirable, considering the beauty of its 
long pendulous branches, its beauti- 
fully strung pennate leaves and 
small, bright red berries. I have no 
answer for the argument against its 
shallow rootage, save that it is not 
lecular to the pepper, and many 
other trees upheave sidewalks. The 
remedy might be not to plant them. 
too closely to the walks. Besides, 
long the country roads there are few 
sidewalks.
